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ME speak of planning our activities and drawing up programmes to 
Oo~ suit different occasions. And quite often we either fail hope- 
lessly or tend to keep such a rigid programme that there are bound to 
occur mishaps, sometimes serious ones too, during the course of the 
proceedings. We must be bold enough to admit that such things happen 
because most of usare just matter-of-fact and lack imagination, and in 
the end we see that things get hackneyed and monotonous, frequently 
out of place and disgusting. It is, therefore, said that Scout programmes 
ought to be worked out carefully and well thought out so that their 
purpose should be one that affords good enjoyment, all-round cheer and 
an expression of spontaneous goodwill. Recently some of us had the 
pleasure of being present at what might be described as quite a normal 
affair for any good Scout show to be displayed before the public. During 
the Independence Day, the Scouts of the northern area of our City 
joined together for the celebration, and it was most gratifying to see that 
there were included in this gathering a large number of parents of Scouts 
and the public, making it all a very representative one. It was most 
pleasing to find that all these participated so fully in the afternoon’s 
programme arranged by the Scouts. School masters and School mistresses 
and the Scouters of the units joined together in contributing their very 
best for the success of this Scout function Scouts and Cubs came 
together determined to show their best and to enjoy themselves thoroughly.

In the end, when things 
do happen otherwise than we want, we find that a feeling of helplessness, 
and of hopelessness, overtakes us and our happiness becomes marred, 
without any enjoyment for anybody and without any kind of satisfaction 
to those who, parhaps, have toiled for it days together. So, let us face 
Scout programmes boldly and get them drawn up by our Scouts. They 
have the freshness to keep things alive and to give us all something to 
enjoy and something for themselves to be proud of. 
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And so, we conclude by saying that we have to plan well and care- 
fully for anything and we must let our boys havea free hand in all our 
Scout work with them. We are here only to do SCOUTING FOR 
BOYS. And all luck to you in this great work,

At present 
it is found that Scouters make use of all kinds of note books, even loose 
sheets of paper, and this looks a very poor sort of effort by candidates 
taking up such a recognised course as the Wood Badge ee which is 
the hall-mark of a Scouters’ training.

The Guider tells us something about Tests as follows :— 

Tests must always have fair conditions and be judged with 
absolute fairness. The manner in which a test is conducted is an 
example to Guides of the principles of the Movement. Guides like to be 
tested by an expert where possible. Testers and Guiders should meet 
before and after the tests. No tests should be hurried. 

The standard for Guide tests should take into account the amount 
of effort expended as well as the actual degree of proficiency attained. 
The tester must be sympathetic, and try to draw out what a Guide 
does know. never to try to trap the Guide by finding out what she 
does not know. 

Guides should receive results soon. The test can be a training 
in courtesy.
